Sir — I have* the honor to submit herewith the first annual 
report of this department, comprising the exhibits of one hun- 
dred and ninety-two state banks, and three trust companies 
(not operating as t)anks), doing business in this state on the 
22nd of August, 1907. 

Since the 12th of June, 1907, the date upon which this de- 
partment was organized, twenty-four state banks have been 
chartered and authorized to commence the business of banking, 
and six others have filed their articles of incorporation and are 
pending completion and authorization. During the same period 
nine state banks have left the jurisdiction of this department, 
one having dis-incorporated to become a private bank (A. J. 
Goddard & Co., Seattle), and seven have become national banks. 

Of the whole number of banks incorporated since the 12th of 
June, 1907, eighteen were p^reviously operating as private banks.

Prior to the 1907 banking law the whole number of the state 
banks reporting was so incomplete that I am unable in this re- 
port to offer any comparisons with previous years. 

The splendid prosperity in all lines of business throughout 
the state during the past two years has attracted a large num- 
ber to the field of banking, consequently the increasing number 
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of banking institutions during that. period has no parallel in 
the state's history. 

The following table shows the aggregate of resources and 
liabilities of all the state banks doing business in this state 
August 22, 1907, and by reference thereto it will be noted that 
the total individual deposits on that date reached the very large 
sum of $75,321,115.43.

CITIZENS' STATE BANK OF BREWSTER. 

On the 4th day of December, 1907, this department took 
charge of the affairs of the Citizens State Bank of Brewster, 
and the said bank after thorough examination appearing to be 
insolvent, the same was on the 12th day of December, 1907, on 
the petition of Special Deputy State Examiner E. W. Price, 
placed in the hands of Receiver J. E. Bassett, who is now ad- 
ministering its affairs. The said bank had a capital of $15,- 
000.00, and at the date of closing its doors its total deposits 
were $16,000.00. 

With the above exception no failures have occurred among 
the state banks since the organization of this department, and 
it cannot be doubted that this so far good record is justly at- 
tributable in large measure to the presence of the new banking 
law, and the commendable willingness of bankers to conform to 
its provisions, and the requirements of this department. 

The relations between the department and the bankers of the 
state have been most pleasant, and I take this opportunity to 
express to them my appreciation of their uniform courtesy, and 
of their readiness to respond to suggestions offered. 
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LEGISLATION* 

FIRST: TRUST COMPANIES. 

The anticipation of a future demand for a corporate body 
with ample capital, duly chartered and licensed to act in the 
capacity of fiscal agent, trustee, executor or administrator, 
guardian, etc., is responsible for the organization of a com- 
paratively large number of institutions clothed with trust com- 
pany powers, in this state. With three exceptions these organ- 
izations have engaged in a general banking business, most of 
them operating both commercial and saving^ departments. 

I am firmly of the opinion that such of these organizations as 
continue to transact a banking business should not assume the 
liabilities incident to the operation of a trust company, and that 
a trust company acting as such should not engage in the bank- 
ing business. 

My attention has been drawn to the following statement made 

by Mr. Justice Clifford of the United States Supreme Court, 

though not directly in point, serves as an illustration : 

"Banks in the commercial sense are of three kinds, to-wit: 1, of de- 
posit; 2, of discount; 3, of circulation. Strictly speaking, the term bank 
implies a place for the deposit of money, as that is the most obvious 
purpose of such an institution. ♦ ♦ ♦ Modern bankers frequently 
exercise any two or even all three of these functions, but it is still true 
that an institution prohibited from exercising any more than one of 
those functions is a bank in the strictest commercial sense. * ♦ ♦" 
{Oulton vs. Savings Institution, 17 Wall. 109.) 

SECOND: SAVINGS. 

It goes without saying that the law should surround savings 
deposits with explicit and effective safeguards. 

If commercial banks are to continue to operate savings de- 
partments it seems desirable that the same should be separated 
from the general business of the bank, even to the investment of 
the funds, and that the law shall prescribe the character of se- 
curities in which they may be invested. 

At a later date I shall take the liberty to outline for your 
consideration, and the consideration of the Legislature, sugges- 
tions of amendments pertaining to the foregoing brief com- 
ments, and directed also to other portions of the banking laws.
